As  a follow  up  to  our  conversation  recently  following  Congresswoman  Napolitano’s  call 
to  EPA  Regional  Administrator  Jared  Blumenfeld,  I wanted  to  share  some  information  I 
have  learned  from  discussions  with  our  Superfund  Division’s  Section  Chief  for  our 
Emergency  Response  Section,  Harry  Allen.  I discussed  with  him  how  the 
Congresswoman  mentioned  in  her  phone  message  that  the  Cities  of  Duarte  and  Azuza 
are  facing  the  challenge  of  a number  of  homeless  encampments  along  the  San  Gabriel 
River,  and  that  the  homeless  are  collecting  spent  casings  from  a nearby  shooting  range 
and  then  smelting  them  in  fire  pits  along  the  river  banks  and  how  the  Congresswoman 
raised  concern  in  her  message  that  these  smelting  operations  have  the  potential  to 
contaminate  the  groundwater  and/or  San  Gabriel  River  and  wanted  to  see  whether  EPA 
might  be  able  to  offer  any  assistance  to  address  this  issue.  Because  these  homeless 
encampments  are  located  along  the  San  Gabriel  River,  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers 
(ACOE)  - Los  Angeles  District  would  have  jurisdiction  regarding  these  homeless 
encampments,  your  office  may  wish  to  reach  out  to  their  Congressional  Affairs  Office  to 
alert  them  to  this  issue  and  seek  their  assistance.  Their  contact  information  is  as 
follows:
